ANNUAL  REPORT  - YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,/ 194.- 


I hove  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  Annuel 
Report  for  the  first  complete  ye°r  in  which  I hove  hod  the  hon 
to  serve  os  your  Medi«al  Officer  of  Health. 


In  view  of  the  difficult  times  in  which  we  ore  liv  , 
observations  that  one  would  hove  liked  to  make  have  hod  to  bo 
somewhat  curtailed. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  area  comprising  the 
Urban  District  and  the  statistics  are  bnsed  on  figures  that  hove 
been  supplied  to  me  by  the  Registrar  General, 

Sources  of  employment  remain  much  the  same  as  last  year 
-net  more  women  h^ve  been  absorbed  into  industry. 

Births  registered  during  the  year  allocate  74  for  this 
Urban  District  (36  males  and  38  females)  and  this  gives  a.  birth 
rate  equal  to  20,57  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  compares 
favourably  with  the  r^te  for  England  and  rales  of  15,8,  Last 
yeqr  the  local  birth  rate  was  15,53,  There  was  one  birth 
registered  as  being  illegitimate* 

Five  still  births  were  registered  giving  a rate  of 
1.36 'per  1000,  The  rate  for  still  births  for  England  °nd  rales  i 
0,54. 

Five  children  died  before  attaining  the  age  of  one  yew., 
and  this  figur-e  calculated  on  the  number  of  children  born  gives  r 
rnte  per  1,000/  equal  to  67  cnd  creates  anAimfavourable  comparison 
with  the  wholes  of  England  and  Hales  which  wL 9 per  1000  live  birtf 
The  mortality  rate  in  your  own  district  last  year  was  35  per 
1000  births. 

# This  loss  of  infant  life  is  serious.  The  wealth  of  uh 
nation  i$;  its' children  and,  in.  my  opinion,’ it,  ic  a matter  for 
concern,  when  cut  of  a possible  79,  10  children  fail  ti>  attain  the 
Lgc  of  one  ye  ar , 

After  the  necessary  transfers  have  been  effected  49 
deaths  have  been  allocated  to  this  Urban  District  (27  males  and 
22  females).  The  death  r°te  is  equal  to  13,62  per  1000  of  the 
population  and  compares  with  11.6  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Hales,  'f'he  do rt hs  have  been  classified  as  follows  : -

The  systematic  inspection  of  dwell- 
ing houses  is  still  in  abeyance  end  it  is  therefore  not  possible 
to  moke  comment  on  this  subject.  Dairies,  Cowsheds  "nd  nil 
planes  where  food  is  prepared  have  been  visited.  Then  times 
revert  to  normal  you  will  no  doubt  be  required  to  direct  your 
attention  to  your  Dairy  farms  -s  some  of  these  do  not,  in  my 
opinion,  come  up  to  the  required  standard.

The  campaign  will  be  vigo  rously  pursued  and  I am  endeavor 
to  ir-ve  every  child  on  reaching  the  ago  of  one  ye^r  to  receive 
treatment.
